GOOD WEATHER EXPECTED. 

The groundhog peeped out, saw 
no shadow and stayed. 

That is, if tradition can be 
trusted, and it usually can. Then, 
if we’re going to trust tradition. 
that far, we might go still 
farther and accept it as a fact 
that the worst of the winter 
weather has sped by and that we 
have nothing to fear from the 
most pernicious assaults of sleet 
and snow, 

For so rules the dictum of the 
groundhog—and Monday morning 
was cloudy. 


Washington, February 2.—An 
oasis in the dry desert was de- 
scried by thirsty; “wets here today 
when, by unanimous decision. of 
the District of Columbia court of 
appeals, $200,000 worth of liquor, 
confiscated in February, 1918, by 
the police under the Reed bone dry 
act, was ordered returned to its 
owners. 

Under the Shepherd law, in effect 
prior to the enactment of the Reed 
act in February, 1918, liquor sent 
into the District of Columbia was 
subject to confiscation unless an- 
nounced, accompanied by affidavit, 
certifying that it was for personal 
use. The Reed law made no pro- 
vision for confiscation, but merely 
imposed a penalty for the importa- 
tiom of liqour. 

Hundreds of gallons of Iiquor 
which was in transit at the time of 
the approval of the Reed act was 
seized by the police upon its arrival 
in the District of Columbia. By 
the decision of the court of appeals 
that the provisions of thé Shep- 
herd law cannot be read into the 
Reed act, this liquor now must be 
restored to the individuals from 
whom it was seized. 


Chicago, February 2.—The United 
States district court will be asked 
to decide whether trousers of 
Charles N. Thomas, Chicago bank 
president, are a “vehicle” and if 
they are, whether they should be 
confiscated by the government and 
sold at auction. 

Mr. Thomas was arrested Satur- 
day night in a cabaret when he 
produced a bottle of liquor from his 
hip pocket and concocted highballs 
for himself and three companions. 

Feberal prohibition agents who 
made the arrest maintain the use 
of the hip pocket to carry liquor 
makes Mr. Thomas’ trousers a ve- 
hicle within the meaning of the dry 
law and that the garment is sub- 
ject to seizure and sale. 

Mr. Thomas, who has refused bail 
and has been in jail since Saturday 
night, will be taken before a Unit- 
ed States commissioner tdnight. He 
is president of the Commonwealth 
Trust*and Security company. 

Decision in the case will affect 
carriers of hip pocket § flasks 
throughout the country.

Under the provisions of an ordi- 
nance adopted Monday afternoon by 
city council all owners of property 
on which a garage or other place 
for storage of cats ie located, who 
rent such space to any indigdual, 
are required on the same day to 
make a report to the chief of po- 
lice, giving the name of the person 
to whom the premises are rented, 
the report to also include a de- 
scription of the building or build- 
ings. 

The ordinance also makes it com- 
pulsory for dealers in second-hand 
cars to make a report to the chief 
of police of every second-hand car 
bought on the day of its purchase. 

This is the council's first attack 
on the automohile thief, who plies 
his trade principally in second-hand 
ears. By keeping tab on places of 
storage for cars and requiring deal- 
ers to report all purchases of séc- 
ond-hand automobiles. describing 
them fully. chances of detection will 
be mplitiplied for the thief,

day is oniv one of several which the 
council will be asked to enact, still 
further tightening the net of law 
about the would-be car rogue.

Use of Moving Pictures. 


He then turned to the use of 
moving pictures, saying Thomas R. 
Phillips, of Detroit, one of the de- 
fendants, was sent to New York tc 
negotiate for them. 

“Phillips purchased about 1,000 
feet of an old film showing a re- 
view of the United States navy,’ 
said Mr. Dailey. “The subtitles 
were changed so as to make the 
pictures applicable <o the propa- 
ganda for which they were intend- 
ed. Mr. Phillips also employe. a 
moving picture company to take 125 
feet of new films. 

“Mr. Newberry posed in various 
attitudes in the new film. He went 
to a battleship located on dry land 
in a New York park and stood on 
the bridge of the ship and turned 
slowly to face the audience while 
the camera caught Tim in this‘ at- 
titude., 

' “He next played that he was pay- 
ing a visit of inspection to this bat- 
tleship. 

“To divert attention from the 
fact that the film was a Newberry 
advertisement and render it more 
misleading, the film terminated with 
an appeal for enlistments in the 
navy. 

Mr. Dailey said the film was dis- 
tributed in Michigan, advertised by 
Newberry agents posing as theatri- 
cal advance men, but that “patrons 
of the moving picture houses over 
the state paid the regular price of 
admission to see this film.” 

Telegram to Colonel Roosevelt. 

The prosecutor read a telegram 
which he said was sent in Septem- 
ber, 1918, to Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay, bidding 
for his approval of the Newberry 
candidacy. He said this telegram 
was signed, “Newberry Volunteer 
Committee, Charlies R. Floyd, sec- 
retary.”’ 

The telegram stated that $176,- 
000 had been contributed to the 
campaign by many subscribers, but, 
according to the prosecutor, the 
campaign statement of the commit- 
tee showed that five contributors 
alone gave $169,900, and named 
John S. Newberry, a defendant and

Plan to Neglect World’s 
Second Navy — Demo- 


. ¢ratic Committeemen 


Fight Hard for Upkeep. 


By James A. Hollomon. 

Washington, February 2-—Accord- 
ing to the plans of congressional 
leaders, the second navy in the 
world is to be allowed to go up on 
the rocks They have decided, ap- 
pare a that it will be better to 
Save some ten milions of dollars 
needed this year for the pay of 
skilled artisans to keep the navy 
afloat, than to safeguard the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars invested 
in the navy. The democrats on the 
committee have fought vigorously 
rand to a man to save and mantain 
the favy, but the majority have sac- 
rificed it to poljtics in.the face of 
written warnings of such naval ex- 
perts as Admirals Griffin and Tay- 
lor, the urgent request of the secre- 
tary of the navy and the fact that 
they themselves are now trying to 
build a straw mag out of their in- 
vestigations of the state of prepar- 
edness of the navy several years ago. 

Last summer the secretary ofthe 
navy found it necessary to ask’ of 
the house various deficiency appro- 
priations needed to carry the navy 
through the year. In these were in- 
cluded items for the pay of skilled 
mechanics in the yards over the 
country whose services were imper- 
ative to keep even the first-line 
ships repaired and afloat. At that 
time the house received a favorable 
report from the committee of naval 
affairs and voted the sums neces- 
sary for this work. Then the bill 
went to the senate, where that body 
saw fit to lop off these sums re- 
quested and the deficiency bill was 
passed without them. 

As the need grew more imperative 
the secretary found it necessary to 
write the following urgent letter to 
Speaker of the House Gillett 

Secretary’s Urgent Letter. 

“The serious situation with ref- 
erence to the milftary efficiency of 
the navy impels me to write earn- 
estly inviting attention of congress 
to the necessity of the deficiency 
appropriation of $10,314,962.19 re- 
quested by me in my letter to you 
on the 18th day of December, 191Y, 
and which passed the house last 
summer, but which failed of passage 
in the senate. The conditions are 
much more serious now than they 
were when presented at chat time 
and are set forth fully in the ac- 
companying letters from the chiefs 
of the bureau of operations, con-' 
strifction an@ repair, steam engi- 
neering and yards and docks, It 
will be seen from these letters that 
unless an appropriation is available 
there will be a serious loss of the 
military efficiency of the navy. 
These officers whose letters I am 
enclosing are charged with the re- 
sponsibility of Keeping the fleet In) 
readiness for any emergency that 
may occur and their letters show 
the necessity for this appropriation, 
I need not say to you that the neces- 
sity of discharging 13,900 skilled 
artisans, whose services to the navy 
in the war was one of the impor- 
tant facts of its efficiency, would 
be a matter of grave concern, and 
that without this appropriation it 
will be my painful duty to discharge 
these men because there will be no 
funds to pey them. I am sure that 
the congress when they read these 
letters from the naval officers who 
have given this matter great study 
will agree with me that this is a 
matter of immediate importance and 
prompt action will be taken.” 

In spite of this appeal 
forth the emergency the appropria- 
tions committee of the house has 
so far seen fit to report out a de- 
ficiency bill without including the 
provisions asked for in this lettei. 
There is no evidence that the repub- 
lican leaders in the house wil! over- 
ride the recommendations of the 
committee and it looks as though 
the navy will be allowed to deterior- 
ate 

Some idea of the urgency of the 
appropriations requested is gleancd 
from the letters of bureau chiefs 
transmitted to congress by Secre- 
tary Daniels. The chief of naval 
operations said in mnart:

Miles of Roads May Bécome 
Untravelable Unless the 
Tendency Is Stopped. 


Washington, February 2.—(Spe- 
cial.) — “Miles . of - road which 
have much to do with the high cost 


of living may become untravelable’ 


in many states unless the tendency 
to divert automobile registration 
money to floating state bond issues 
is quickly arrested,” asserted 
Chairman George C. Diehl, of the 
A. A. A. good roads ‘board, who 
today at A. A. A. national headquar- 
ters discussed the matter with 
highways advocates from various 
sections of the country.’ 

“This is one of the most serious 
matters confronting far-seeing ad- 
vocates of highways progress,” said 
Mr. Diehl. who has been making a 
survey of 1920 state road programs. 
“A fundamental in taxation is that 
it should be spread according to 
benefits, and it is ridiculous to say 
that motorists receive all advan- 
tages which accrue from improved 
highways. When the motorists con- 
sent to pay a large share of the 
maintenance charges, that i" as far 
as they should acquiesce “in shar- 
ing present-day road expenses. 
Keep it in mind that the motorist 
is also a citizen who pays the gen- 
eral taxes now exacted nationally 
and in the several states.

nounced by all shades of nationalist 
thought as one of provocation. . «. .

ley of coercion. 


“The realities of the situation ‘can- 
not be ignored. The problem is full 
of wi boats 4 and complexity and a 
solution will not be fottnd by any 
rule of thumb. 

“The irreconcilable demands of 
the Sinn Fein and Ulster may be 
summed up, on the one hand, ‘Get 
out,’ and, on the other: hand, ‘No 
change.’ Neither of these attitudes 
will assist in a peaceful settlement, 
nor ia it likely that. the scheme out- 
lined by the premiér in the’ closing 
days of parliament will achieve this 
object.” 

The statement concludes by point- 
ing out that an opportunity is of- 
fered the labor party through the 
prevailing lack of faith that Ire- 
land will obtain remedial measures 
through any other of the older po- 
litical parties.

naping in connction with the de- 
porting of 1,186 striking copper 
miners and their \ sympathizers at 
Bisbee, Arizona, in 1917. The pros- 
ecution requested time until  to- 
morrow’s session of court to decide 
the question. _ 

The three men, Fred Sandther, 
James Boyd and Phil Tovrea, were 
to have been the first defendants 
Placed on trial. Robert N. French, 
county attorney, said that two of 
his most important witnesses 
against the men were absent from 
the state. One of these, G. E. Kel- 
log, of Shelton, Wash., who at the 
time of the deportations was mana- 
ger of the Bisbee Telephone sys- 
tem, would testify, it was said, in 
court, that the deportations aere 
carried out in accordance with a 
conspiracy previously entered into. 
Another important witness, Steve 
Swedich, was said to be in the Tex- 

oil fields. 

Attorneys for both sides agreed 
before court adjourned that wheth- 
er the cases against Sandther, Boyd 
and Tovrea were continued or dis- 
missed, the trial of H. E. Wootten, 
hardware merchant of Bisbee, 
should begin tomorrow. 

Continuance Denied. 

When court opened this morning 
the jury panel of 123 men were 
sworn. Those with exemption priv- 
jleges were excused by Judge Sam- 
uel L. Pattee. The cases of Boyd, 
Sandther and Tovrea had been set 
for trial today, but the prosecution 
attorney objected, seeking to have 
151 of the defendants who are ac- 
cused in a blanket information 
brought first to trial. The defense 
objected on the grounds of the place 
the three defendants had on the 
court’s calendar. French then 
moved for continuance of these 
cases, which was denied. 

Judge Pattee’s courtroom could 
hold but a small percentsge of the 
jurymen, witnesses, defenc*nts and 
spectatora here for the trial. 

The crowd overflowed the court- 
room into the courthouse corridors 
and to the streets and grounds out- 
side. Ranchmen, cowboys and min- 
ers mingled in almost equal pro- 
portion with attendants from the 
cities and towns of Cochise county. 

Indications were today the de- 
fense would ask separate trials for 
practically all the defendants. This 
taken with the statement of Prose- 
cutor French that he expected the 
| Wootten trial, scheduled for to- 
morrow, to last six weeks, indicat- 
ed a long session of court unless 
agreement be reached for simulta- 
neous trial of a great number. 

Over 200 Defendunts. 

More than 206 defendarts, among 
them many of the must prominent 
citizens of Bisbee and vicinity, hav- 
beech summoned to appear to ar- 
swer charges of kidnaping in con- 
nection with the deportation. Harry 
S. Wheeler, tormer sheriff of Uo- 
chise county, who has taken upon 
himself sole responsibility for the 
deportation; mine managers, super- 
intendents and foremen; bankers. 
merchants and professional men are 
among the defendants. 

Judge Samuel L. Pattee, if Pima 
county, who has been designated tu 
preside, first gained prominence by 
revising and codifying the laws of 
Arizona after her admission to 
statehood. 

Officials of the county attorney's 
office are understood to have trav- 
eled through many western states 
gathering depositions from the men 
who were deported. 

Preliminary examinations were 
held in Douglas last year. These 
were followed by a trial in the fed- 
eral court at Tueson of twenty 
leaders in the financial and indus- 
trial life of Bisbee, Douglas and 
Warren on indictments charging 
conspiracy to deprive a citizen ot 
his legal rights in violation of the 
penal code. The defense raised a 
question of the court's jurisdiction 
in that case and it stained, 
with the result that the trial of 200 
or more, instead of the twenty al- 
leged leaders, was undertaken in 
the state courts.

Deportation Followed Strike. 

The deportation of the 1,186 men 
followed a proionged strike in the 
copper mines at Bisbee. Accusations 
| Were printed in the newspapers of 
| ae suuthwest that the strike was 
tomented by Industrial Workers of 
| the World for the purpose of cut- 
| ting off the production of copper 
'needed by the allied and assuciaied 
powers in the war against Germany. 

Sheriff Wheeler, who directed the 
deportations, declared at the time 
that all of the men deported were 
known to be members of the lL W., 
W., but an investigating committee 
under Secretary of Labor Wilsvun 
reported that some of the deported 
/men were not members of the lL W. 
W., but were business mén and 
property owners who had lived in 
the district many years. 

Fifteen hundred armed men un- 
der Sheriff Wheeler herded § the 
strikers and sympathizers into the 
baseball park at Warren, examined 
each one, released those who prom- 
ised to return to work, loaded the 
remainder on a train of cattie cars 
and box cars, put guards on bvarda 
‘and the train proceeded to a side- 
track at Hermanas, N. M., where it 
was left. United States troops on 
July 14 removed the exiles to a 
camp at Columbus, N. M. where 
they remained for several weeks un- 
itil they finally drifted away. Two 
men, one a deputy sheriff, were 
killed in the round-up at Bisbee.

tion at its last meeting fer the following 
reasons: 

1. The schedule of increases asked for 
Placed all salaries of white teachers at a 
minimum for the service required, and our 
fight before the publi¢ and before council 
Was made on that basis. Statistics com- 
piled by the United States government last 
year show that no unmarried woman can 
live decently on less than $90 per month, 
which was the minimum we asked for. 
Council granted our request for increased 
pay according to the schedule we submit- 
ted, and the teachers feel that they should 
not now be asked to take less than 
schedule calls for, 
paid teachers be asked to take less than 
the living wage of $90 per month. 

2. Our principals and most experienced 
teachers will, even with the full increases 
granted by council, receive far jess than 
is paid elsewhere for similar service. We 
have found no city in the counfry where 
the maximum salaries of principals and ex- 
perience® teachers are not considerably 
higher than those placed in the schedule sub- 
mitted by the Atlanta Teachers’ associa- 
tion. For us to agree now to accept less 
than we have asked for, and less than 
council granted us would be to discredit 
our own statements made to the public and 
to council.

8. Our request for an increase in pay of 
$30 for directors and all grammar school 
teachers and principals; $20 for all high 
school teachers and principals, and $10 for 
all colored teachers and janitors was made 
to the board of education and to council 
three months ago.

Montgomery, Ala. February 
State bankers not members of the 
federal reserve system, were today 
advised by State Superintendent of 
Banks D. F. Green, to refuse making 
their remittances to the Sixth dis- 
trict banks at par. This action is 
regarded as opening the campaign 


against the federal reserve board, 
which, in December, issued letters 
instructing all banks to remit at 
par, meaning the abolition of the 
collection of exchange by country 
banks and others not members of 
the system. 

Banks advised in the above man- 
ner communicated with the state 
superintendent to the effect that the 
Sixth District Federal Reserve bank 
had returned a number of cash let- 
ters to them in the past few days 
with instructions to make their re- 
mittances at par. “This is mani- 
festly an act to force non-member 
manks to remit at par.” Mr. Green 
said, and banks to whom he wrote 
today were informed to return the 
cash letters with the information 
that they cannot afford to remit at 


par. 

It was said here today by Mr. 
Green that a special meeting of 
bankers in the Sixth district would 
be held at New Orleans, February 
6, to perfect arrangements to op- 
pose the federal reserve board, 
through senators and congressemn 
from all states. Tillman, Bradley 
and Morrow, of Birmingham, have 
been retained as counsel by the 
committee of defense of the Ala- 
bama Bankers’ association in the 
pending controversy. 


Governor M. B. Welborn, of the 
Federal Reserve Bank‘ of’ Atlanta, 
said on Monday night when ap-

temporarily when the union engrav- 
ers walked out. 

The 1919 contract had expired, and 
the men refused to work further un- 
less a new instrument was signed. 
The newspapers refused to make an 
agreement with the union men, first 
because the demand for a  forty- 


four-hour week reduced the eight-} 


hour day, which has been set by 
union labor all over the country; 
second, because the men, by de- 
manding that the engraving compa- 
nies and newspapers become mem- 
bers of the Southeastern Photo-En- 
gravers association, asked also that 
the prices on commercial work be 
fixed according to the association 
scale. This, the newspapers declare, 
would result in the union men being 
able to raise their own acale of pay 
at any time, raising the price on en- 
mraving to the public, and passing 
the increased cost on to the con- 
sumer. Before they would agree to 
this arrangement, the newspaper 
heads emphatically stated that they 
would abandon their engraving 
Plants.

This order wee taken on the pe- 
tition of J. QO. ston, commission- 
er of roads and revenues of Butts 
county, prepared’ by J. Threatt 
Moore and W. E.- Watkins, attor- 
neys. Judge Searcy has set Feb- 
ruary 14 as’ the date for the hearing 
of the petition in chambers in Grif- 
fin. “Until then and further or- 
der,” he says, “the defendants or 
any one for them or acting with 
them is hereby enjoined and re- 
strained as prayed in the petition 
so far as the rights of Butts coun- 
ty may be affected.” 

It is generally conceded that the 
effect of the petition, which is not 
returnable for ‘final adjudication 
until the meeeting of Spalding su- 
perior court in August, will be to 
delay further the putting into ef- 
fect the act of 1916, until after the 
legislature meets in June. This 
course, it is underst604, will be sat- 
jsfactory to all ‘parties concerned 
as the Jaw in its present shape has 
been found to be almost impossible 
of enforcement in any manner that 
will be equitable to all the counties. 

The law wads enacted to go into 
effect on January 1, 1917, and was 
intended to make road mileage the 
basis of distribution of concrete for 
roa work among the counties 
rather than the population basis. 
The law was held up by an tnjunc- 
tion ‘in: Fulton paperter cours eat 
last November, when Judge lVen- 
aleton a endered a decision holding 
it constitutional, but requiring 
that.atreets’ in cities and munici- 
palities —. be counted as well 
as country roadas. 

This decision is attacked by Rutts 
county on several grounds. I¢ ‘s 
elaimed that the Fulton court 
not have jurisdiction as none of the 
members of the prison board are 
residents of Fulton. It is also 
claimed that Butts county was not 
made a party and had no hearing in 
a matter in which she was intereat- 
ed. Attention is also called to the 
fact that Fulton county, which re- 
ports less than 500 miles of rural 
road mileage to the secretary of 
state for its share of the automo- 
bile tax, now estimates its road and 
street mileage combined at 5,000 
miles. Butts county. claims that 
this would make it impossible for 
her to maintain her convict camps. 

It is believed that the gener"!

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According to Department 
of Agriculture—Claimed 
Very Little Pure Seed Is 


Available Under Present 
System. 


Washington, February 2.—Mar- 
keting of cotton seed for planting 
purposes should be made a more 
highly specialized industry than it 
is, and the term “planting cotton 
seei”" should be made to represent @ 
product of infinitely greater in- 
trinsic and potential value than or- 
dinary cotton seed, or the average 
planting cotton seed of today, the 
department of agriculture has con- 
cluded after a thorough inveatiga- 
tion of the subject. 

Cotton seed sold annually in the 
United States for planting purnores 
approximates 70,000 tons und «he 
estimated valie in very recent. cars 
approaches $20,000,000. That rep- 
resents about 31 per cent of the to- 
tal annual requirements for piant- 
ing. the remaining 69 per cent be- 
ing produced on farms where it is 
used. While ten times as much cot- 
ton seed is produced ansually as 
is required for planting, local svp- 
plies suitable for planting aie not 
always adequate in every section. 
The advent of the boll weavil has 
resulted in a tendency to cause pur- 
chese of increasing quantities of 
early maturing varieties from non- 
infested terri‘ory. More or ess lo- 
cal damage annually by continued 
wet weather during the harvest pe- 
riod necessitates obtaining seed for 
planting from other sections. srow- 
ing interest in and demand for im- 
proved strains and ~var'eties by 
farmers is another factor. 

Little Pure Seed. 

Approximately 93,000 tons, or 17 
per cent of the total planting re- 
quirements, is obtained from seeds- 
men, cotton seed oil mills, cotton 
gin operators and small local deal- 
ers. Seedsmen handle about 30,000 
tons of that. Under the present 
system of handling cotton seed on 


‘the average farm and at public gins, 


the department says, very little 
pure seed of any variety or strain 
is available. Standard commercia! 
varieties of cotton sold for planting 
purposes number less than 40, while 
the number of variety names used 
in exploiting the business during 
recent years is well over six hun- 
dred. The practice of renaming va- 
rieties has been abused in some in- 
stances. to the extent that the va- 
riety name serves little more than 
to advertise or identify the seller, 


the department’s report declared. 

Some dealers and growers. make 
extravagant claims about the merita 
of the particular variety of cotton- 
seed they offer for sale,” the report 
continues. “In somé cases the 
claims are _ gross misrepresenta- 
tions, and are never sustained ex- 
cept under the most favorable con- 
ditions or by the sacrifice of other 
important features, A policy more 
dangerous for the dealer and the 
grower as well as for the indirect 
improvement of the cotton industry, 
would be a clear statement of the 
exact Conditions under which thé 
claims wére sustained together with 
the probable outcome under average 
field conditions. No ~° one feature 
should be emphasized so prominent- 
ly that others equally important to 
the farmer might be overlooked.” 

Delinting of Seed for Planting. 

Delinting of cotton seed for plant- 
ing purposes is being followed in 
verv few instances, although it has 
been advocated by some of the state 
agricultural experiment stations in 
the south, It has proved a practical 
success from the standpont of both 
dealers and farmers wherever it has 
been tried. It is of prime impor- 
tance in improving the quality of 
the seed, causing them to germi- 
naté more quickly and to nroduce 
a better stand. If delinters were 
installed in custom gins farmers 
might have the cotton seed which 
they had selected to be used or sold 
for planting purposes declined dur- 
ing the ginning process at very lit- 
tle additional cost. More than 30.,- 
000.000 pnounds of linters. valued at 
$1,200,000. which at the ~resent time 
is wasted, would be saved. 

Quoting of plantine cotton seed 
for sale ner 100 pounds rather than 
bushel is urged and many other 
phases of the industry thoroughly 
discussed.

LONDON COMMENT 
ON GREY LETTER. 

London, February 2.—The rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Great Britain fill a large space in 
the London morning papers, several 
of which print long dispatches from 
their American correspondents and 
comment thereon, with references 
to the letters of Viscount Grey and 
Secretary Glass. The. dispatches 
represenc that a very bitter cam-

The Mail does not doubt that Amer- 
ica will do the right thing with 
regard to the league of nations, add- 
ing: “But she must be allowed to 
do it in her own time.” 

The Chronicle agrees with Lord 
Grey that it is better to have Amer- 
ica in the league on almost any 
terms and with any reservations 
than not at all. 

The Post Dissents. 

The Morning Post, on the other 
hand, regards the league as more 
dangerous to Great Britain than to 
America; dissents from Lord Grey’s 
advocacy of the American reserva- 
tions and contends that if America 
is to be admitted under special res- 
ervations the other nations must 
also have special reservations. 

Some of the papers which profess 
to recognize the wholesomeness of 
Secretary Glass’ statements’ regret 
that Mr. Glass did not express him- 
self, as one of them puts it, “more 
pleasantly and more sympathetical- 
ly towards the people of Europe,: 
whose condition is disastrous. and 
critical.” 

The Times and Telegraph attrib-

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RATIFY THE TREATY! 


If Europe can afford to accept the 
peade treaty with the reservations 
that have been attached tdé it by 
the senate, this country can. 

The view of Viscount Grey, for- 
mer British ambassador to the 
United States, as expressed in his 
recently published statement, can 
be taken as being expressive of the 
sentiment of Great Britain; and he 
says that his country will accept 
the treaty with such reservations as 
may be necessary to bring about its 
ratification by the United States 
senate, on the theory that even 
with reservations it will be far bet- 
ter than no treaty at all. 

If the British government takes 
that position other European pow- 
ers will no doubt agree. 

The Constitution has _ steadily 
maintained that the treaty should 
be ratified just as it was submitted, 
but rather than have no treaty it 
would be the part of wisdom 
to ratify it with the reservations 
adopted by the senate, for, after all, 
the principle involved would there- 
by ‘be sustained. 

With the principle recognized. 
time and experience may be relied 
upon to correct any defects in the 
structure. 

It is to be hoped that the liberal 
and friendly expression of Great 
Britain, through Lord Grey, will 
serve to impress the senate with its 
obligations to the rest of the world 
in this matter, and make even 
clearer than before its path of duty 
~~which leads to ratification’ 

Since ratification without reser- 
vations seems to be hopelessly im- 
poesible, then let us have ratifica- 
tion with reservations.

Confessing to ling of two 
other Georgians at a country dance 
near Gresham, Ga., on Saturday 
night, the man charged with the 
crime says that under provocation 
he “drew a .38-calibre pistol and 
shot and killed both men.” 

This may have been a case of 
double homicide legally justifiable 
on the grounds of self-defense. As 
to that we, of course, do not pre- 
sume to know or judge. The jury 
will decide as to that. 

But, assuming <his to be true, we 
know that if there had been no 
whisky, no deadly ristols in that 
party, there might have been a fist 
fight, but no murder! 

We know furthermore, that if 
things have come to such a pass in 
any Georgia neighborhood that a 
man is justified in arming himself 
with a pistol before going to a 
dance there ts something wrong 
with Georgia society—something 
that needs correction! 

This defendant may have had 
sufficient reason for killing; but 
the people of Georgia have a right 
to know what, if any, right he had 
in carrying a gun to a dance? 

A pistol is made for only one pur- 
pose: To kill. And when a man 
puts one of the murderous litfle 
grave-fillers into his pocket he is 
from that moment a potential man- 
killer. 


THE FARMER’S GRIEVANCE. 

With cotton selling at 40 cents a 
pound, wheat, corn, all kinds of 
grain, peanuts, poultry, eggs, dairy 


products, pork, beef, live stock, 
wool, hides and honey—everything 
that the farmer produces—selling 
at hitherto unheard-of prices, the 
farmer may well consider himself

Yet he has to compete in the 
labor market with city labor that ts 
employed, generally speaking, for 
only eight hours a day, at wages 
far beyond what the farmer can af- 
ford to pay; 

The result of this incongruous 
situation is that the farmer finds 
it difficult to employ labor to do 
the work that must be done, if he 
expects success. 

He cannot hold his own when 
forced into competition with the 
short hours, high pay and labor 
conditions that prevail in the urban 
industries. 

This is a situation that does not 
concern the farmer alone, but the 
whole country, fur even a blind man 
can see what would happen to man- 
kind should the farmers stop pro-

No Medicinal Value 


Editor Constitution: Influenced 


and misled by the clamor of a few 


physicians for whisky to be used 
in their treatment of “flu,” it is to 
be regretted that the authorities 
have consented that John Barley- 
corn be called back from the igno- 
minious grave to which he was 80 
recently consigned, and his wonder- 
ful curative (?%) properties again 
requisitioned for this purpose. 
Besides, this ruling implies that 
in the minds of some people there 
still lingers the foolish con- 
vietion that whisky actually has a 
place in the physician's ar- 
mentarium, and that, especially in 
combating influenza, it has a 
peculiar selective and destructive 
action upon this germ. Nothing 
could be more erroneous or more 
diametrically opposed to the truth, 
and the faets as tniversally estab- 
lished by leading investigators. 
Whether as spiritus § frumenti 
(corn Jiquor), or spiritus vini Gal- 
lici or in any other form, alcohol, 
internally administered, has no cur- 
ative action whatever. At best it 
is nothing more than ai cardiac 
stimulant, and for this purpose 
there are a number of others more 
efficient, which are not habit- 
forming and which, therefore, will 
never people a world with weeping 
widows, asylums with orphans or 
send broken-hearted mothers in sor- 
row to their graves. As these stim- 
ulants are known to the physician, 
there can be no justification for the 
suspension of the law forbidding 
the sale of whisky on the ground 
ef expediency: and the sooner the 
brethren cease to consult their med- 
ical ofija boards and calling to 
their aid the spirit(s) of John Bar- 
leveorn, the better it will be for 
their patients and the lower the 
mortality rate. : 
Thirty years’ experience in the 
practice of medicine convinced me 
that the value of King Alcohol in- 
ternally administered, in the treat- 
ment of anything, was a myth, and 
now, since it has gone, I think it 
should be left to rest, if not in 
peace—then damned forevermore. 
The weak law that would permit of 
the present retaxation should be 
strengthened and made less flex- 


ible.

ification Plan 


Editor Constitution: Since I havé 
been @ member of the joint commis- 
sion for the unification of the 
Northern Methodist and Southern 
Methodist churches I have consist- 
ently refrained from making any. 
statement for publication in regard 
to any progress made, or lack of 
progress made, as the result of the 
What 
little I ‘have had to say I have 
said in the commission and to the 
commissioners, and have left all 
statements to ° made by and 
through the regular authorized 
channels. But so many inquiries 
have been made of me as to what 
was accomplished and as to what 
was done by the commission at its 
recent meeting in Louisville, and 
so many statements have gone out 
from Louisville and elsewhere in 
regard to that meeting which I 
consider misleading and mystifying, 
I really deém it my duty to my 
church, and especially to the mem- 
bership in the two Alabama con- 
ferences, to make a candid state- 
ment on the subject. 

It would take a paper of much 
greater length than I have the time 
now to write, or than you have the 
space to print, to give anything 
like a full statement of the subject. 
Suffice it to say: we mét a num- 
ber of times, in a number of places, 
covering a period of several years, 
first and last, and the discussions 
in the joint commission, to say 
nothing of the endless talk in the 
separate commissions, will fill sev- 
eral large volumes and thousands 
of printed pages, and there has nev- 
er been a single paragraph finally 
agreed upon which either commis- 
sion has indicated a willingness to 
adopt and recommend to its respec- 
tive church or its general confer- 
ence. ' 

It is true that a majority of the 
joint commission at Louisville 
adopted a carefully worded resolu- 


tion, transmitting a so-called plan 
to the respective general confer- 
ences of the two churches; but the 
plan was in no sense indorsed or 
recommended by either commission; 
and the well-nigh unanimous com- 
ment by the southern commission- 
ers formally stated in the commis- 
sion, and out of it, in effect was: 
this plan does not meet our views 
and we do not recommend it, but, 
a number of the commissioners add- 
ed it is the be&ét plan under all the 
circumstances we are now able to 
conclude and -we simply transmit 
t to the general conference for 
whatever action it may see fit to 
take. The solemn truth is, the two 
churches are so widely at variance 
in many respects along certain 
lineg® it must be apparent to every 
thoughtful student of the situation 
that the effort at unification is pre- 
mature and that an unnatural, in- 
harmonious and forced compagt 15 
in no true sense an agreement and 
will do more harm than good, Ifa 
real, genuine unification of the two 
churches is ever to come, haste must 
be made very slowly. 

It must be said the commissioners 
have been painstaking and labori- 
ous, and have devoted a great deal 


of time and thought to the solution 
of the many complex problems in- 
volved in the subject of unification, 
and they all deserve the thanks of 
the church for their earnest and un- 
selfish efforts to work out a. feasi- 
ble plan; but, in my humble judg- 
ment, they just have not been abic 
to do it. And instead of passing. a 
resolution merely transmitting a 
patched up plan, which neither 
commission recommends, we ought 
to report that we have made an 
earnest effort but have simply failed 
to agree on any feasible plan which 
we are willing to indorse. I! believe 
the plan, which for convenience I 
shall designate as “the Louisville 
plan,” is neither within the letter 
nor the spirit of the resolution of 
the general conference of our church 
authorizing the appointment of the 
commission. For this reason 1 voted 
against even the resolution merely 
to transmit, Bishop Denny. Bishop 
Ainsworth, Dr. Dickey, Juds ° Me- 
Gowan and I voted in the ne_ tive. 
A number of others voted to t.ans- 
mit who frankly stated they were 
opposed to the plan and reserved the 
right to oppose its adoption by the 
general conference and the church. 
The Negre Question. 

Many objections to the plan in re- 
lation to various subjects will 
doubtless be elaborated from time 
o time. For the present, I make 
iy mom of that one involving the 
status of the colored members in 
the reorganized church, as this is 
the one concerning which the church 
seems most interested. On this sub- 
ject the plan to be submitted con- 
tained what many believe to be an 
absolute and almost total yielding 
to the demands of our northern 
brethren. I almost used the word 
“eurrender,” but “yielding” is per- 
haps a more respectful word to use, 
and certainly nothing has been done 
nor said from the beginning to the 
end of the negotiations which has 
not been in the highest degree 
brotherly and Christian. I hope, 
therefore, | may not say or write 
anything that will be out of har- 
mony with that spirit. I will briefly 
state the process by which the yield- 
s done. 

‘MWwhen we first met at Baltimore 
the southern commission formulated 
a statement setting forth the basic 


principles upon which it felt justi- 
fied in conducting the negotiations. 
One of these .’as that we “must 
recognize race consciousness. This 
was accepted to mean the most de- 
eent and comprehensive statement 
of the south’s conception of the 

Now, this is & very vital ques- 
tion in our church, south. It is 
the same question, or a part of the 
same question, which in another 
form separates the two churches 
back yonder in the days of our 
fathers. It is still fresh in the 
minds of a large part of the older 
membership of the southern church, 
who have during all the years wor- 
shiped and enjoyed their religion 
in the church as it fs. I was not 
willing, and I am not willing, to 
shock all these old saints to the 
point of thrusting them out of the 
church which they have loved and 
supported through times which 
tested their faith and loyalty. I 
was not willing, and I am not will- 
ing. by any act of mine to reflect 
upon the memory of our sainted 
dead who suffered humiliation and 
sacrifices unutterable to build the 
M. E. church, south, which is today 
negro problem. No further prog- 
ress was made at this meeting on 
this subject. It will.be remembered 


that the Oklahoma resolution spe- 
cifically suggested that the south- 
ern church felt that the. colored 
membership should be constituted 


‘into a separate organization with 


a general conference of its own 
and without representation in the 
general conference of the proposed 
reorgs ‘zed church. 
At the second meeting, months 
afterwards at Travers City, a - .- 
jority of a subcommittee suggested 
a very limited representation of the 
colored membership in the general 
conférence of the proposed reorgan- 
church; but the joint com- 
mission handled the subject very 
delicately and proceeded no fur- 
ther, doubtless fearing a rupture, 4 
majority of the southern commis- 
sioners at that time being unwill- 
ing to make the concession insisted 
upon by the noi. ‘rn brethren. At 
that time the ~~ther- brethren 
were insisting more on the princi- 
ple of colored representation in the 
general corference, than on the 
amount, and the southern commis- 
sioners had not yielded their stand 
on the “basic -~ nciple” of “~ccog- 
nition of race consciousness.” 
At the third meeting in Savannah 
in January, 1918, the neo-:;ern com- 
missioners—or a certain number of 


them—proposed a very limited rep- 
resentation of the colored member- 
ship in the general conference, the 
supreme law-making body of the 
church. After a lengthy and nota- 
ble debate on the subject the south- 
ern eommission by a majority vote 
yielded the principle, and it was ac- 
cordingly agreed that the colored 
membership of the northern church 
Should have, and be limited to, ten 
delegates in the general conference. 

The joint commission thereupon 
adjourned at Savannah to meet a 
few weeks later at St. Louis. At the 


St. Louis meeting the northern com- 
mission backed out of their Savan- 
nah agreement, The Savannah agree- 
ment was only tentative, of course, 
and they had a right to back out. 
The St. Louis meeting came to an 
abrupt close and no agreement had 
began reached. 


Subsequently, in May, 1918, the 
general conference of the southern 
church convened in Atlanta and re- 


affirmed the Oklahoma resolution 
containing the suggestion in regard 
to the status of the negro in the re- 
organized church, and provided for 
the continuance of a commission, 
which commission - is composed 
largely of the members of the old 
commission. 


The Last Meeting. 
This new commission, or revised 
commission, upon invitation of the 
northern brethren, met in joint ses- 


sion at Cleveland in July, 1919, and 
there the northern commission stat- 
ed frankly, clearly and emphatically 
that they would not negotiate ex- 
cept upon a basis of, proportionate 
representation for the colored mem. 
bership. This was not agreed to at 
the time by the southern commis- 
sion, and an ad interim committee 
of fourteen membérs was appointed 
to meet and restate the entire plan, 
including the status of the negro. 
puereupon. the joint commission ad- 
journed, apparently having accom- 
plished nothing except to appoint a 
committee, 


The ad interim committee subse- 
quently met at Richmond and ap- 
pointed a subcommittee of four who 


drafted a plan Which was transmit- 
ted to the joint commission, 
without recommendation. The joint 
commission met in ‘Louisville in 
January, and oyt of the deliberations 
there came the pian which I have 
referred to as “the Louisville plan.” 
In this plan it. is proposed to give 
the colored membership in the pro- 
posed reorganized church full pro- 
portionate representation in the 
general conference—the supreme 
law-making body of the church; and 
to give to the colored conferences in 
the proposed reorganized church 
the same proportionate voting pow - | 
er as the white conferences have on 
all constitutional questions which 
must be sent down to the annual 
conferences for passage. 

one of the most virile and spiritual 
forces on earth. 


I have been during all the years 
of my manhood in thorough sym- 
pathy with our southern Anglo- 
Saxon civilization, which has 
wrought a pure type of American- 
ism that is now the greatest bul- 
wark of our, republic. This Angio- 
Saxon cfrvilization, for the best in- 
terest of both races, and in further- 
ance of peace and harmony and 
good will, and, I believe, too, for 
the glory of God, has provided sep- 
arate accommodations for the white 
and black races on street cars, rail- 
road trains, places of amusement 
and all public gatherings; separate 
schools and separate churches; sep- 
arate marriage laws and a practical 
disfranchisement of the immature 
and ignorant colored voter: and 
this soythern civilization has unal- 
terably decreed that this immature 
and undeveloped race shal . not 
make the laws for our government. 
Now, I was not willing. and IT am 
not willing, to stand for all this 
as a Christian citizen and eviscer- 
ate it and proclaim it all wicked 
and unworthy by favoring the very 
policy in church government that 
I have resolutely opposed in social 
life and civil affairs. 


I have been a steadfast friend 
to the colored people as a race an4d 
as individuals. Everybody who 
knows me and knows my life knows 
this to be true; and I believe my 
convictions on these questions are 
not only for the social, political 
and religious betterment of the 
white race, but for the black race 
as well, I will not here elaborate 
my views on these questions, but I 
have thought them out in the fear 
of God and face to face with condi- 
tions which I think I understand. 

Again, the adoption of “the Louis- 
ville plan,’’ in effect, would be little 
less than a shameful and unforgiv- 
able desertion of the C. M. E..church. 
which was set apart and instituted 
by the Southern Methodist church, 
and which for half a century has 
been the closest ally of our church 
among the colored people, and the 
membership of which today consti- 
tutes one of the most conservative 
elements among the colored people 
of the south. I will not now fur- 
ther discuss this phase of the sub- 
fect: but I believe it will loom large 
in the minds and hearts of the peo- 
ple before they will consent for 
such injustice to be done. 

I am glad “the Louisville plan 
was not recommended by our com- 
mission, for I do ~~; none it will 
be acceptable to the cnurcna.

NEEDLESS X-RAY 
TIONS, 

A reader writes from another 
state that she expects to be in town 
presently and will I please recom- 
mend a specialist to make an X-ray 


examination for her, is there any 
Place where they make X-ray ex- 
aminations at small expense w.th- 
out the request of the patient's 
family doctor. 

This is one of a great many sim!- 
lar inquiries which ought to be an- 
swered. 

A proctologist of high standing 
recently suggested that it would be 
well to let the laity know that a 
great many expensive X-ray exami- 
nations are’ utterly superfluous and 
futile from every point of view. The | 
surgeon stated that some physiclans 
are guilty of suggesting such X- 
ray examinations of patients with 
lesions of the soft tissues which 
cannot be demonstrated by X-ray 
examinations in any évent. 


When the Wiseheimer family, 
numbering about forty million 


members, sets out in quest of fren- 
zied diagnosis the first big mistake 
is generally some such futile X-ray 
examination. ‘ The Wiseheimers 
harbor a fancy that the X-ray is 
sort. of a searchlight which shows 
up all kinds of troubles a doctor 
can’t discover otherwise. This is of 
course aosurd. And unfortunately 
there are about as many dishonest 
as there are honest physicians using 
X-rays. It is the self-nominated 
“specialist” who is largely respon- 
sible for the deplorable misconcep- 
tion of the X-ray which the layman 
has. This particular species of 
quacks dwells on the “wonderful 
X-ray” in his appeals to guilible 
people and the Wiseheimers are in- 
clined to drop and, let the old ras- 
cals pretend to look at their in’arae. 


In practice I find that a consider- 
able share of the X-ray examina- 


tions a doctor advises, examinations 
made by competent X-ray technici- 
ans prove negative. Therefore 1 
can imagine nothing more extrayvn- 
gant or foolish than the layman 
seeking such examinations on his 
own hook, 


The X-ray technician must have 2 
pretty definite idea what he i; try- 


ing to demonstrate before he begins 
his X-ray examination and if he is 
not in position to direct his exam)- 
nation to a definite object some- 
body 18 going to pay a handsome 
sum for a lot of useless data. Data 
are all very well, we have to have 
em in order to arrive at an intelii- 
gent diagnosis and determine the 
appropriate method of treat nent. 
But there is nothing quite so use- 
less to a physician as aimless or 
disconnected data. 

X-ray examinations are expensive, 
and often of the utmost importance 


and value. But there is plenty of 
time to have such examinationa 
made when your doctor decides that 
it is necessary.

Plebiscites Soon to Be Held 
Fateful Events for Germany 


By FRANK L. SIMONDS, 


‘The events of the next few weeks 
in Germany must be watched with 
extreme acre because the plebiscites 
which are now to take place will 
have a* tremendous bearing both 
upon the economic and political re- 
habilitation of the nations. If the 


votes go against thé Germans Che 
resuits will be disastrous for the 
nation and may lead to ruin. As a 
consequence it may be expected that 
the Germans will use every. possible 
means to carry the polls. 


Of all the several regions in which 
the inhabitants will now decide 
their future allegiance the most ‘m- 
portant is the upper Silesian dis- 
trict, whose population, in large 
majority, is unmistakably Polish. So 
pronounced is the Slav majority, in 
fact, that the Paris conference, at 
first assigned the region to Poland 
outright and only substituted a 
plebiscite, as a concession to per- 
suade the Germans to sign the 
treaty of Versailles, 

Historically the district has not be- 
longed to Poland for many centuries. 
It wasa part of the Silesian province 
stolen from Maria Theresa by Fred- 
eric the Great inthe middle of the 


eighteenth century and this theft 
precipitated a number of bloody 
wars, but despite the effort of Aus- 
tria, aided at one moment by Rus- 
sia and by France, to regain this 
territory, it remained Prussian. 


POLES EXPECTED 
TO WIN PROVINCE 

It contains-the richest coal mines 
left to Germany and has seen one 
of the most rapid industrial expan- 
sions in all Europe in recent e- 
cades. If Germany loses it she will 
be hopelessly crippled as to coal, 


while for Poland it will mean an 
assured industrial future. By con- 
trast it will mean if it passes to; 
Poland a further accentuation vf 
the age-long feud Between he tw» 
races. Forecast of the outcome ‘s 
idle, but there is a settled convic- 
tion in all allied capitals ani in 
Washington as well that if the vo‘e 
is cast and fairly’ counted, and al- 
lied troops are to supervise beth 
the voting and the counting, the 
Poles will win, 


Less important, but interesting, 
will be the results in the several 
plebiscite ‘areas between the old 


Russian trontier and the Baltic, in- 
cluding the region of Allenstein, 
where Hindenburg won Tannenbers 
and the district of the Mazurian 
lakes, which saw a second great 
German victory in the present war. 
For the Poles the most important 
district is that on the right bank 
of the Vistula, including the city 
of Marienwerder and crossed by the 
main Warsaw-Danzig railway. If 
the Poles get it they will widen 
their “corridor” to sea, gain posses- 
sion of poth banks of the Vistula 
and control the shortest and best 
rail line between their capital and 
their single port. In the Mazurian 
lake district much more territory is 
affected and the population is more 
clearly Polish, but the Poles are 
separated from their brethren in 
the rest of Poland by a religious 
difference, since they are Protest- 
ants, while the majority of Poles are 
Roman Catholics. If Poland shou)! 
win all the elections east Prussia 
would pecome a mere helpless frac- 
ment. If she should lose them al! 
her exit on the sea woud be pre- 
carious in the extreme. 

Before the plebiscites and as a ré- 
suit of the ratification of the treaty 
of Versailles the Poles, who occu- 
pied the Prussian province of Posen 
as a result of the armistice, are now 
advancing and taking eontro) of al- 
most all of west Prussia, including 
Thorn and Bromberg. and thus 
establishing their connection with 
the sea and with Danzig. This will 
represent a loss of territory con- 

erably greater in area than Al- 
sace-Lo e, and if Poland wins 
the plebiscites Germany will have 
to give up much more territory. 
And it is worth recalling that it is 
these losses in the east which are 
most humiliating to German pride. 
' VOTE TO BE TAKEN 
IN SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN

More than this, all 
the mines now pass into French 
ownership permanently. 


It will be seen that these several 
transactions not only insure the 
immediate loss of much valuable 


to a staggering blow if, in addi- 
tion to the vast iron deposits of (A!- 
sace-Lorraine, now completely sf, 
the Germans lost the eoal basins of 
the Sarre and of upper Silesia to 
France and to Poland réspective!y. 
An area twice as large as that of 
Belgium and a population of be- 
tween seven and eight millions ts 
also involved, more than half of 
which will be lost, in any event, 
even if’Germany wins all the ple- 
biscites, which is unlikely. 
Moreover, if the plebiscites turn 
against the Germans, the position of 
the present government may be 
very gravely compromised, for the 
diminution of German territory and 
the crippling of German industries 
will arouse all classes of the popu- 
lation. Even France and Belgium, 
which depend upon German eéco- 
nomic recovery for the payment of 
the indemnities necessary fo) their 
own prosperity. will observe the 
elections with divided emotions,

Esthonia and Soviet Rus- 
‘sia Conclude Pact—Po- 
land Considéring Peace 
Offer of Bolshe 


London, February 2.—Peace was 
definitely concluded this morning 
hetween Esthonia and the Russian 
soviet government, ft ‘is announced 
in a wireless dispatch from Moscow, 
received this afternoon, 

POLAND CONSIDERS 
BOLSHEVIK! OFFER. 
London, February 2.—Confirma- 
tion was received today that the 
Polish government, in conjanction 
with the allies, is considering the 
offer of peace made by Premier Le- 
nine of soviet Russia, Foreign Min- 
ister Tchitcherin and Minister of 
War Trotsky on behalf of the coun- 
cil of the people's commissaries. 
The offer which was contained in 
a wireless dispatch received from 
Moscow last week invited a friend- 
ly settlement of all disputes and 
outstanding questions between Po- 
land and soviet Russia. 

Stanislas Patek, minister of fcr- 
eign affairs for Poland, who has 
been in London recently consulting 
David Lioyd-George, the British 
prime minister, was due back in 


Warsaw Sunday. 

It is believed here that the allies 
favor peace negotiations between 
Poland and soviet Russia, but, ac- 
cording to M. Sapieha, the Polish 
minister here, the entire matter 
will be decided by. the Polish diet 
after it has heard the result of M. 
Patek’s discussion in London and 
Paris. 

M. Sapieha said today that the 
Poles had no intention to attack 
soviet Russia, although they real- 
ized the necessity for holding a 
strong defensive position. Pend- 
ing a conclusion of peace, he added, 
no territorial differences were like- 
ly to prevent it. 


The soviet government's offer be- 
gan by deelaring that it was ‘in- 
cumbent on the Polish government 
to decide whether or not to make 
war on Russia.” It accused agents 
of Winston Spencer Churchill, the 
British war minister, and of M. 
Clemenceau, the former French pre- 
mier, of endeavoring to incite Po- 
land to “a senseless, criminal war 
dgainest soviet Russia.” 

It was asserted in the offer that 
the soviet government from the 
first, had recognized the independ- 
ence and sovereirnty of the Polish 
republic, and that this action would 
be confirmed at the February meet- 
hy of the supreme executive com- 
mittee of the soviet. Further it was 
declared there was no territorial, 
econmic or other question which 
could not be solved peacefully by 
negotiations, concessions and mu- 
tual agreement, such as were being 
arranged with Esthonia.

“The ruling of the executive has 
had the virtue of disarming the 
American interests that were en- 
gaged in anti-Mexican propaganda.

In Picturing Southern States, 
Georgia’s Hog - Raising 
Will Be Featured. 


(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
Washington, February 2.—-Moving 
pictures will be used this year ex- 
tensively to show the opportunities 


offered by the southern states to 
settler, the home maker and ee 
farmer in many lines, Georgia 
will be shown in these pictures as 
the third state in the union in the 
production of hogs. The govern- 
ment and development organ zations 
of the seuth have been co-operat- 
ing in plans for this work. 

Fifteen thousand feet of movie 
films have beén “shot” during the 
_ year illustrating farming and 
evelopment work in many southern 
states under an arrangement be- 
tween the interior department and 
the devolopment associations. These 
pictures are of educational char- 
acter. 

Besides the purely official educa- 
tional films, special films have been 
prepared combining entertainment 
and informative features. These 
are intended to appeal especially to 
the industrial worker and the of- 
fice worker in the cities and the 
tenant farnier of the north and west. 

The government-taken pictures 
will be shown at conventions, coun- 
ty and state fairs, farmers’ meet- 
ings, grange gatherings, agricul- | 
tural schools and colleges, and on 
other fitting occasions. The pic- 
tures will show, it is said, that enor- 
mous development work is going 
on throughout the entire south. 
especially on the coastal plain, that 
will result in increasing materially 
the food supplies of the nation and 
of the world. 

Land development operations will 
be illustrated on the screen, in- 
cluding drainage of wet lands, blow- 
ing up of stumps, ditching, road 
building, grading, plowing and cul- 
tivating with modern machinery. 


The South’s Wealth. 


The government pictures will cer- 
tify to great live stock farms and 
model dairy farms in the south. 
They will disclose enormous yields 
of cotton, corn, velvet beans, 
grasses, sweet potatoes, sugar cance 
and other crops on the cutover lands 
in that section. Taken all in all, 
these pictures will serve to demon- 
strate to the world without a doubt 
that the potential agricultural 
wealth of the south has scarcely 
been touched.

Pass as U. S. Peace-Time 
Military Policy. 


By J. A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) | 


Washington, February 2.— The 
Wadsworth compulsory and univer- 
sal military training bil), reported 
favorably by a majority of the sen- 
ate military committee, will not be 


enacted into a law as the peace-time 
military policy of this nation. That 
much can be relied upon, and while 
the sentiment of the country, ex- 
clusive of the south, is largely in 
favor of restricted or limited mili- 
tary training, the protests pouring 
in upon congress are so numérous 
and emphatic that it is not improb- 
able that even a liberal compromise 
may be defeated. ; 

The Wadsworth senate bill pro- 
vides in brief that every young man 
between the ages of 18 and 21 shal! 
serve at least four months in a 
goverament military training camp. 
he effect of such a sweeping com- 
pulsion, extending even to, every 
race of native-born sons of nation-<- 
alized parents, has called for vio- 
lent protests from industrial em- 
ployers, and particularly from farm- 
ers, the agricultural organizations 
uniting in &@ memorial to that end. 

While the senate bill has been 
agreed upon by a majority, Sena- 
tor McKellar, of Tennessee, filed a 
minority report and will take the 
fight against it to the floor of the 
Senate with southern senators at 
least almost a unit behind him. 

In the other end of the g¢apitol 
the house military committee has 
deadlocked on the same provision, 
there being ten members in favor of 
a form of universal training, with 
ten opposed. The rapidity with 
which opposition is crystallizing 
strengthens the position of the op- 
ponents and marks the impending 
defeat of any measure providin 
universa} compulsory training o 
the youths in government conduct- 
ed training camps. 

It is understood that Harding, of 
Ohio; may offer in the senate either 
an amendment or a substitute pro- 
viding that all young men between 
the*ages of 18 to 21 shall serve at 
least four months at their option 
in either a government training 
camp or a three-year enlistment in 
the national guard, or a term in a 
miiltary school where the govern- 
ment furnishes a commandant, or 
in. a university or college or tech- 
nical school where a military or na- 
val unit is incorporated. That sueh 
a bill would be more acceptable 
generally to the southern members 
there is no question; however, by 
reason of the race propliem in the 
south the whole question of univer- 
sal or limited enforced training has 
mumberless enemies.

New York, February 2.—Fresh 
demoralization in foreign exchange 
call lonas risine to 16 per cent and 
time money still unobtainable at 
an advance of the bid to 9 and even 
10 per cent accounted mvuinly for 
today’s very listless stock market. 

There was a show of activity and 
strength at the outset. apparently 
predicated on the belief that debate 
on the peace treaty might be has- 
tened by Vigcount Grey’s statement. 
This was soon dispelled, the mar- 
ket reacting at the first sign of 
pressure and lapsing into a state of 
apathy for the balance of the ses- 
sion. 

Last week’s loca) bank statements 
were regarded as fairly encourag- 
ing. but a survey of conditions at 
other leading centers disclosed mix- 
ed gains and losses, western 
and southwestern sections movctly 
strengthening their reserves. 

In banking circles there wag fur- 
ther conjecture dealing wtih the un- 
settlement of international credita. 
but this took the form largely of 
discussion as to the ultimate effect 
of the addverse movement on this 
country’s foreign trade. 

Rails were the only important 
stocks to manifest a degree of firm- 
ness and better sentiment on the 
part of investors and speculative 
interests. Their moderate strength 
was derived from the progress of 
federal legislation. 

A few leaders, including United 
States Steel and standard industri- 
als, were at minimum quotations in 
thé final dealings, that period co- 
ineiding with the highest rate for 
call money and the lowest quata- 
tion for foreign exchange. 

There was steady liquidation 
throughout the session of Liberty 
bends, and Victory notes, as well 
as speculative rails and industrials. 
Foreign bonds, including Japanese 
fours, were reactionary at slight 
changes. Total sales, par value, ag- 
gregated $19,750,000. Old United 
5 le bonds were unchanged on 
call.

Over Outlook For Rates 


By R. L. Barnum. 


(The Constitution-Philadelphia Public Ledger Service—Copyright, 1920.) 
New York, February 2.—Declining exchange rates and high money 


rates cast a gloom over the beginning of the new week in Wall street. 
On the one hand, the fresh smash in exchange raised the question of 
how long Europe could continue to buy our goods and what would hap- 
pen to Europe without our goods. On the other hand, the rise in money 
to 14 per cent at the opening, with 8, 9 or, even 10 per cent talked of 
for loans, caused the suggestion to be mace that not only Wall street 
‘but the business community at large is going to find it increasingly 
difficult to do business. Some very harsh things are being said about 
the federal reserve board. There seem to be some people who would 
have the board go aead like the central banks of Europe, disregard 
the ordinary rules of commercial banking and issue notes and credit 
without limit. Do away with the reserve requirements, is the plea of 
these people. By disregarding these old-fogey ideas, England is steadily 
capturing the trade of the world. 
Bankers Are Unmoved. 

Bankers who manage to keep their feet firmly planted on the 
'ground are unmoved by such wailings. But even these conservative 
‘observers are asking whether the federal reserve board has handled 
'the situation wisely. Last week the New York bank cut down its com- 
'mercial loans by $112,000,000 and increased its loans on government 
‘bonds $112,000,000, which was precisely the thing that the board has 
been trying to prevent. The complaint has been that it was too easy 
to borrow on liberty, bonds and that the money thus borrowed found 
its way into speculative channels. To correct this, last November and 
December the board carefully revised its schedule of rediscount rates, 
finally wiping out all the preference that had been enjoyed by the lib- 
erty issues and putting these bonds on a par with commercial paper. 
The result was a reduction of $200,000,000 in this sort of rediscounting. 

Then, ten days ago, the board deliberately re-established a prefer- 
ential of half per cent in favor of liberty bonds, with the result that 
borrowers are once more flocking in with their “liberties” asking for 
credit. Not only is this a seemingly contradictory policy, but it raises 
the question in the mind of the. banker and the public whether the 
board knows what it wants after all. And it has the tendency to pen- 


collateral for the loan he wishes to get from his bank. 

Wall Street Gossip. 

| A 14 per cent money rate at th eopening this morning went far to- 
|ward explaining why .the market was reactionary last week, in spite of 
‘a bank statement which, on its face, showed some improvement. Money 
|was extremely scarce this morning. The worst of it was that time 
/money is unobtainable, and a large amount of time loans are maturing 
tomorrow and probably will have to be paid off. Nobody can foresee | 
when the hoped-for easing of rates will occur, if it does occur, at all in 
the next few months. Bankers who take a broad view of the situation 
are inclined to be pessimistic over our attempt to adhere to a rational 
banking system, when the nations of Europe have frankly abandoned 
all pre-war rules and no longer regard the gold reserve as the basis on 
which credit must be founded. 

Stérling exchange had another bad slump, along with the other 
European rates. Sterling sold off more than 2 cents in the first hour 
and subsequently declined even lower. Italian lire were obtainable at 
the rate of 15.97 to the dollar. Compared with a parity of 5.18 1-8 to 
the dollar, bankers are taking the position that the steady decline re- 
quires no explanation, but that an explanation would be in order if ex- 
change should begin to recover. This seems to be an extreme position, 
for sound observers believe that rates cannot go on declining indefi- 
nitely. Europe will be forced to curtail her purchases abroad before 
exchange falls into complete demoralization and worthlessness. 

Sentiment Checks Market. 

Sentiment in the street at the present time is very much confused, 
and in view of this, the movement of the market does not get very 
far either way. Both sides, the bulls and bears, have much to think 
about. The way things stand at present there may be a decided change 
either way, although the bears have things very much in their favar at 
present. The most important developments of the day in favor of the 
bear cliques is the ‘high money rates, both for call and time, and the 
further decline in exchange, each of which is decidedly important to 
stock market operations. And from present indications current condi- 
tions are expected to last for some time at least. On the other side of 
the balance shee are the optimistic reports coming from the iron and 
steel trade, which is virtually experiencing a “runaway” market. 
Then also there are very optimistic reports coming from other impor- 
tant domestic industries, all of which report demand to be at its height. 
But in spite of this little can be done in the stock market if money con- 
ditions are against the bulls.

Highest Ever Recorded 
For the United States

Washington, February 2?.—The 
death rAte in the United States for 
1918 was the highest on record, ac- 
cording to the census bureau's an- 
nual mortality atatistics issued to- 
day, which show 1.471.367 deaths for 
the year, representing a rate of 18 
per. 1,000 population in the death 
resistration area of thirty states 
andtwenty-seven cities, with a total 
estimated population. of 31,868.194. 

Of the total deaths 477.467. or 
over 32 per cent, were due to iafiu- 
enza and pneumonia, 380,996 havine 
occurred in the last four months of 
the.vear, when an epidemic of these 
diséases prevailed. The rate for in- 
fluenza and pneumonia was 5683,2 
pern’100,000. Influenza caused 244,- 
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681 deaths and pneumonia 232,786, 
showing rates of 289.0 and 284.3 per 
100.000° respectively, the highest 
rates which ever have appeared for 
these causes. The rate in 1917 for 
influenza was 17.2 and for pneumo- 
nia 140.8. 

The other principal causes of 
death were organic diseases of the 
heart, tuberculosis, acute nephritis, 
Bright's disease and cancer, which 
together were responsible for 391,- 
391 deaths, or nearly 27 per cent of 
the total during the year.

PEORGIA TO TAKE PART. 
N ANERCAN PAGEANT 


By James A. Hollomon. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
- Washington, February 2.—Georgia 
will be represented at the American 
pageant and ball to be given by 
the Navy League of the United 
States, in Washington, on the night 
of Lincoln’s birthday, February 12, 
one of the most important incidents 
in the history of the state, that of 
the Virst reading of the declara- 
tion of independence in Georgia by 
Governor Bulloch, who was a direct 
ancestor of Theodore Roosevelt. 
The pageant, which will follow 
the annual convention of the navy 
League of the -United States in 
Washington, February 11 and 12,

SOFT AND OILY PORK 
CUSILY 10 THE SOUTH 


Washington, February 2.—Soft 
and oily pork rather than discrimi- 


| mation appears to be the principal 


cause for the Jower prices farmers 
receive for their hogs in the south- 
ern part of Georgia and Alabama 
and northern Florida, the federal 
trade commission reported ‘today to 
the senate after making an investi- 
gation of the subject in response to 
a resolution by Senator Harris, of 
Georgia. The report shows that the 
farmers of Florida, Georgia and 
Alabama are not only rapidly in- 
creasing their production of hogs, 
but that they are also rapidly im- 
proving the quality. 

Senator Harris’ resolution directed 
the commission to investigate the 
methods of purchase and prices paid 
for cattle and swine by persons and 
corporations engaged in the meat 
packing industry, with particular 
reference to the discriminations, if 
any. operating to the disadvantage 
of live stock producers in the south- 
ern states. 

“It was apparent,” the commis- 
sion’s report says, “that while in 
most of the southern states the 
methods of purchase and prices paid 
for hogs were more or’'less like 
those prevailing in other parts of 
the country, in a certain. section 
of the southern states the prices 
paid for hogs during tHe year end- 
ing July, 1919, were considerably 
lower than in the north and west. 
The regions in which hog prices 
were found to be lower were prac- 
tically identical with the section of 
the southern states which produces 
a preponderance of : oft and oily 
pork, namely, the northern part of 
Florida and the southern parts of 
Georgia and Alabama. It was in 
this section, it may be assumed, that 
the demand for this inquiry had its 
origin.
